Lt. Gen. Robert M. Lee, whose 
“Commander’s Report” on the Air 
Defense Command begins on Page 
1, is a New Englander—born in 
Hinsdale, N. H., grade and high 
school in Augusta, Me., who was 
commissioned after graduation 
from USMA in ’31, After graduat- 
ing from flying training the next 
year, he served with pursuit units 
until '37 when he spent a year with 
the First Cavalry (Mechanized) at 
Ft. Knox, Ky. 

The next year he returned to the 
Army Air Corps at Knox, and 
served as Aide de Camp to Gen- 
eral Adna R. Chaffee, the Father 
of the Armored Force. 

During WWII, General Lee 
scored a brilliant record with the 
Ninth Air Force in Europe as 
Deputy CG for Operations and 
Cofs. 

In January 1946, General Lee was 
assigned to the newly organized 
TAC as CofS. In September he en- 
tered the first class of the National 
War College. Following gradua- 
tion he was assigned to TAC as 
Deputy CG. From November 1948 
til July 1950, he served as CG. 

From Langley AFB, General Lee 
went to Eglin AFB, Fla., where he 
assumed command of Air Task 
Group 3.4, a special assignment 
which culminated in the atomic 
tests at Eniwetok during the 
spring of 1951, With the comple- 
tion of this assignment in July 
1951, General Lee was named 
Deputy Director of Plans under 
the Deputy CofS for Operations, 
Headquarters USAF, with simul- 
taneous duty as the AF member of 
the Joint Strategic Plans Commit- 
tee. Shortly thereafter he became 
Director of Plans. 

In November 1953, General Lee 
assumed command of the Fourth 
Allied Tactical Air Force and the 
Twelfth U. S. Air Force in Europe. 
The former constituted the largest 
tactical Air Force in NATO, con- 
sisting of all United States, French 
and Canadian Air Forces on the 
continent of Europe committed to 
the Supreme Allied Commander. 

In July 1958 General Lee assumed 
his present rank and arrived at UN 
Command Headquarters, Seoul, 
Korea, to become CofS, UNC and 
U. S. Forces, Korea. On 1 Septem- 
ber 1959, he returned to the U. S. 
to become Vice Commander of the 
Air Defense Command, Ent AFB, 
Colo., and on 1 March 1961, was 
named Commander.

“it is maintained that these commissaries 
are necessary because there are inade- 
quate facilities in the Washington area 
for purchase of food or that prices are 
excessive.” 

Senator Douglas said the same holds 
true for “other metropolitan centers 
throughout the United States” and he 
thinks “a number of these commissaries 
have been overbuilt.” 

The Pentagon said Washington com- 
missaries are maintained because prices 
in the area are not reasonable. 

“You mean that they are not reason- 
able,” Senator Douglas said, “because you 
only put a 3% markup on, and Safeway, 
for example, has an 18 or 19% markup,” 


The Pentagon said the actual “price 
| ™~N gee

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differential” is approximately 32% in the 
Washington area, whereas the “appro- 
priate markup” determined by national 
industry advisory groups is approximately 


20%. The differential is determined by 
comparing the price of about 80 items 
established by the Bureau of Labor 


Statistics as representative of the nation- 
al “breadbasket.” 

In areas where the cost-of-living 
ceeds the national average, the 
Department explained, civilian wages are 
adjusted accordingly but military pay re- 
mains unchanged, Thus, the commissaries 
prevent military families from being 
charged “disproportionate” food costs. 

Senator Douglas was not convinced. A 
WW II Marine officer, he said that when 
he was in uniform he did not “remember 
seeing any such assurance that I would 
be furnished cheap food.” The “real” 
question, he said, whether tradition 
is really stronger that the statutes.” 

Senator Douglas cited the fiscal ’6l 
appropriations act language which bars 
the establishment of commissaries except 
where the Secretary of Defense certifies 
that items “are not otherwise available 
at a reasonable distance and a reasona- 
ble price in satisfactory quality and 
quantity.” He said, “I had always thought 
that this was the fundamental law of 
the land.” 

Following release of the hearings, the 
National Association of Food Chains, 
through Mr. Flint, accused the Defense 
Department of “violating both the policy 
and the letter of the law.” The NAFC 
called for a revised definition of “reason- 
able” markups.

ENERAL Maxwell D. Taylor’s flying 

visit to Viet Nam this week marked 
the beginning of a new reappraisal of 
the U. S. military posture in Southeast 
Asia. 

President Kennedy must decide 
whether U. S. troops will be used in Viet 
Nam to resist Communist aggression, or 
what other measures need to be taken. 

At present, the U.S. has no firm policy 
on committing troops to Viet Nam. 
Through General Taylor’s visit and other 
studies, the Administration hopes to de- 
termine the effectiveness of new U. S. 
military missions in Asia as opposed to 
small-scale advisory and traditional for- 
eign aid help.

A Cooperative And Mutually Supporting Effort 

Two recent events give rise te a hope that there will be early ac- 
tion to bring about greater unity to the Nation’s space efforts—a unity 
that could draw the so-called ‘‘peaceful” and ‘‘military’”’ programs closer 
together and thus give a wider scope to the defense effort. 

General B. A. Schriever, Commander, Air Force Systems Command, 
in a speech to the American Rocket Society, declared that he is convinced 
that ‘‘the national interest in space can be adequately served by a truly 
cooperative and mutually supporting effort on the part of the Air Force 
and NASA.” He asserted that the key to our success will be management, 
adding that it is imperative that the participating agencies, NASA and 
the Defense Department work closely together. 

Decisions must be made, General Schriever warned. “They cannot 
be put off indefinitely,” he said. ‘‘We must proceed full steam ahead on 
the programs judged necessary for national survival.” 

A few days earlier, Vice President Lyndon Johnson, who is also 
Chairman of the National Aeronautics and Space Council, visited a num- 
ber of NASA space installations and also Edwards and Vandenberg Air 
Force Bases. Further visits are planned. Thus, there is evidence that the 
Vice President will continue the strong interest he had as a Senator in 
the space progress. Furthermore, one of his staff let it be known that 
Mr. Johnson is cognizant of the differences between the civilian and mil- 
itary attitudes toward space development and is working toward a 
solution. 

As General Schriever pointed out, the Russians pursue their own 
space programs with no self-imposed restrictions, The way should be 
cleared for us to do likewise. 


Defense Is An Effective Component of Deterrence 

The important role defense plays in deterring aggression is forcibly 
described by Lt. Gen. Robert M. Lee of the Air Defense Command in his 
“Commander’s Report” beginning on the first page of this issue of THE 
JOURNAL. 

Swift and effective retaliation, important as it is, is not, however, 
the sole component of deterrence. An aggressor considering an attack 
against this country, would, General Lee points out, weigh gain against 
loss. His possible losses would include not only the destruction wrought 
by our forces of retaliation but also those suffered by his striking forces 
in making the attack. 

ADC, and other defensive forces, have the further responsibility of 
blunting the enemy’s attack so that the nation may survive. 

ADC, thus, with its heavy responsibilities in deterrence and survival, 
is indeed a key element in our National Defense. We hope realization of 
this will result in careful consideration of those ADC needs described by 
Genral Lee—the means to intercept and destroy enemy missiles and ag- 
gressive satellites plus the addition to his force of Mach 3 to 6 manned 
interceptors.

Honeywell Equips 
Australian Center 


Plans for installation of the largest 
electronic data processing center in Au- 
stralia have been announced by the Com- 
monwealth’s Department of Defence and 
Minneapolis-Honeywell Regulator Com- 
pany.

the Hall. Under recently revised rules 
retired members of The Army Nurse 
Corps, Womens Army Corps and Medi- 
cal Specialists Corps may also be ad- 
mitted. However, the primary goal of 
the Foundation is to provide a residence 
for Army widows. 

Several factors influenced the selec- 
tion of Washington as the location for 
the residence: (1) the city is the center 
of the Army’s largest active and retired 
population, (2) it has excellent medical 
facilities, (3) it is the seat of the Federal 
Government and the Department of the 
Army, both of which have given valuable 
assistance to the project, and (4) land 
for the construction of the home was 
available in a highly desirable and at- 
tractive location at a reasonable price. 


Mrs. Taylor Gave Support 


The rumor that the Hall was to be 
filled with the widows of general officers 
may have originated in the fact that 
wives of many senior Army commanders 
worked industriously in fund-drives for 
the Foundation. Mrs. Maxwell D. Taylor, 
wife of the then Army Chief of Staff, 
gave her personal backing and support 
to the Foundation’s efforts. Yet the en- 
thusiasm with which these ladies sup- 
ported the project was no different from 
the enthusiasm they often have devoted 
to any all-Army project which might 
benefit from distaff support. 

Actually, applications of those being 
admitted to residency in the Hall are 
considered without reference to the rank 
of the applicant’s husband, Priority on 
the waiting lists is determined solely 
by date of application. If the widow of 
a lieutenant applies on 23 October and 
the widows of five lieutenant generals 
apply on 24 October, the lieutenant’s 
widow will occupy the highest place on 
the waiting list. 


Progress Amazes 


Visitors to the new Distaff Hall—lo- 
cated at the junction of Nebraska and 
Oregon Avenues, NW—are amazed at 
the progress which has been made since 
ground was broken earlier this year, 

The exterior of the four-story, multi- 
winged residence of pink and tan brick 
is finished except for minor work and 
final landscaping. Terraces are being put 
into place and the graceful driveways 
which arch across the spacious grounds 
are being surfaced. 

Inside the sprawling residence, work- 
men have completed most of the wiring 
and plastering and are busy installing 








| equipment in the individual living-units, 
| lobby, chapel, dining room, kitchen, in- 
firmary, hobby room, card rooms, solaria, 
loggia and other facilities, The baths 
are in and work soon will start on the 
installation of the individual unit 
kitchen equipment. but 54 of the 
Hall’s 300 units equipped with 
kitchenettes.

Dining Costs 


Those who have no desire to do their 
own cooking may take their meals in the 
Hall’s large (300-seat) dining room. The 
charge for three daily meals will be $65 
per month initially, although the rate 
will be subject to revision as costs vary. 
Residents also may elect to utilize the 
dining room for only one or two meals 
a day, a week or a month. 

Preparation of the food served in the 
dining room (cafeteria-style for break- 
fast and luncheon, and a seated meal in 
the evening) will be handled by a 
skilled food-service organization which 
supplies similar services to many of the 
nation’s large corporations. The cafeteria 
also will be open in the mornings for 
coffee service, 

Living units available to residents of 
the Hall are of four basic types with 
numerous floor plans. The 30 largest, 
all corner units, have a living room, 
separate bedroom, large foyer, kitchen

111 of these. The C-type units, 105 in all, 
are one room (15 x 18), kitchenette and 
bath. The Hall also has 54 D-type units 
which are efficiency type without kitchen 
facilities. 

All of the living units are equipped 
with wall-to-wall carpeting, venetian 
blinds, telephone and television jacks 
and individual controls for heating and 
air-conditioning, Kitchenettes have a 
four-burner electric stove, 
with 50-pound freezer drawer, a disposal 
and ample cabinets. Residents will be 
permitted to provide their own furni- 
head shower, commode, dressing 
lavatory and clothes closet,

$75 Per Month 


Initially, and continuing for the first 
year, the monthly service charge for the 
small units will start at $75 per month. 
It is proportionately more for larger 
units, The rates will be subject to re- 
vision as costs vary. Foundation officials 
say they hope and expect that the 
charges can be considerably reduced. 

Admission fees for those who wish to 
reside at the Hall range from $4,000 to 
$9,500, depending on the type of living 
unit selected. But, widows who are un- 
able to meet the admission fees and 
monthly service charges may apply for 
Foundation Fellowship Assistance, So 
far, about 20 of the first 100 applicants 
who have been accepted will receive 
some type of financial assistance. 


Assistance Available 


The Foundation is quick to note that 
such assistance “is kept entirely confi- 
dential” and that those who receive fi- 
nancial help will be given exactly the 
same privileges and services which are 
provided for other residents. By the time 
the Hall is filled, it is expected that 
about one-third of the occupants will 
have received financial assistance in one 
form or another. 

Some applicants have inquired how the 
admission and service charges compare 
with charges in other, similar residences. 
The Foundation says, considering life- 
care and the non-profit nature of the 
Foundation, “such charges are much 
more attractive, for value received, than 
charges for similar accommodations else- 
where.” 





One of the advantages residents of the 
Hall will enjoy over many other Service 
widows is that they will be kept con- 
tinuously up-to-date about their legal 
rights and benefits, In several instances 
the Foundation discovered that widows 
applying for residence at the Hall were 
not receiving all the benefits to which 
they were entitled. 

To provide assistance in these and 
other areas, the Foundation will assist 
all residents of the Hall in filling out a 
questionnaire upon admission. This per- 
manent record will enable the staff to 
check changes in laws which might bene- 
fit the occupants of the Hall. Whenever 
tax laws are revised, Survivor Benefits 
changed, V.A. statutes amended, insur-

Moving Van Help 


As an example of the type of service 
the Foundation staff already is provid- 
ing, widows in the Washington area who 
are preparing to move into the Hall early 
in 1962 are being aided by the Founda- 
tion to make arrangements which will 
permit groups of several ladies to utilize 
the same moving van, thus reducing the 
cost of the move. 

To help satisfy the spiritual needs of 
its residents, Distaff Hall will maintain 
an 80-seat chapel located just off the 
main lobby. A beauty parlor also will 
be available to the residents. Relaxation 
facilities include card rooms, a beautiful 
loggia facing one of the lower slopes of 
the grounds, solaria on each floor, shel- 
tered terraces and a large (100 x 40 foot) 
hobby room where residents can paint, 
sew, create ceramics or store garden 
equipment for individual garden plots. 


Medical Care Available 


A 200-car parking area and a number 
of covered garages also are available 
to residents who wish to maintain an 
automobile, and for staff and visitor 
parking. Public transportation also is 
available. A city bus line stops less than 
two blocks away from the Hall. 

Medical care will be provided in a 
25-bed infirmary equipped with examina- 
tion and treatment rooms and staffed 
by graduate and practical nurses. Resi- 
dents may have their own physicians. 
In cases of serious illness in which resi- 
dents must seek hospitalization in 4&4 
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HY the need for an Army Dis- 
taff Hall? 

Here is the way the Army Distaff 
Foundation explains it: 

“The death of her husband leaves 
the Army widow socially adrift in 
a particularly poignant way, regard- 
less of financial circumstances, The 
demands of military life have led 
her from place to place. In post after 
post and city after city she has had 
to set up her home anew. 

“Through long service she has, in 
many cases, not had the opportunity 
to put down roots, to: become part 
of an American community, to mingle 
in normal fashion with the civilian 
communities in which she has found 
herself. 

“Husbands and wives” generally 
spend their youthful and adult years 
in one or two areas. Very likely they 
have close relatives in these areas. 
They enter into the life of the com- 
munity, join clubs and other organ- 
izations, build a reservoir of friends 
and acquaintances, When the wives 
survive, they still have these organ- 
izations, friends and acquaintances. 
They can go to any of a dozen places 


No Opportunity To Put Down Roots 


and to any of a score of friends— 
for companionship, and, if need be, 
for help. 

“But the officer’s wife—in her 
youth—must cut herself off from all 
home ties. Continents, seas and years 
come between her and the people 
and places she once knew. Nor does 
she ever have an opportunity to take 
root in any new community. Forced 
to make many new homes, she has 
never been able to make a ‘home.’ 

“Thus, on the death of her hus- 
band, the Army widow often finds 
herself a stranger everywhere because 
of the nomad life she has led. Where- 
ever she settles, she is apt to be 
rootless, which makes for a peculiar 
sense of aloneness far beyond that 
normal to other people in their older 
years. 

“These 
which to 


women need a place in 
live that is dignified and 
appropriate, surrounded by others 
who have led similar lives. They 
need a modified Army environment, 
a specially created community whose 
soil is right for their roots. 

“Only in this way can their older 
years hold promise of stable content- 
ment.” 











private or Army facility, they may re- 
turn to the Distaff Hall infirmary for 
convalescence. The only charge for in- 
firmary care is the regular charge for 
meals, If a resident requires permanent 
nursing care she will be transferred 
from her living-unit to the nursing wing 
near the infirmary. 


Many safety features have been in- 
corporated in the construction of the 
Hall. Guard rails are installed in all 


bathrooms and at steps, bathroom doors 
open outward, large doors and elevators 
will permit easy access for wheelchairs 
and stretchers whenever such equipment 
is required, For similar reasons, all hall- 
ways are at least 7-feet wide. 

The office in the main entrance hall 
will handle messages and callers for the 
residents. Each occupant will have an 
individual, locked mail box — large 
enough for magazines—serviced directly 
by the postman. To post letters, resi- 
dents need walk only to the nearest 
elevator, two in each wing, where a let- 
ter-chute is located from which the post- 
man collects the mail.

Foundation officials are pleased with 
the construction progress on the 
dence-hall and the applications which 
they continue to receive, but would like 


to see an upsurge in financial contribu- 


tions, The initial support The Founda- 


tion received from the active Army, par- 


ticularly from retired personnel and 
Officers Wives Clubs throughout the 
world was “most heartening”, they say, 
but, “too many major units and installa- 
tions believed the fund-drive was strictly 
a one-shot affair and that no more funds 
are needed.” Unfortunately, they say, 
this is not the case. 

To carry out the Foundation’s charit- 
able purposes a continuing drive for 
funds is required. Only in this way can 
the Founadtion build an endowment fund 
(The Fellowship Assistance Fund) to 
give confidential assistance to needy 
Army widows and to guarantee life care. 
The Foundation stresses the point that

tive and retired Army go toward assist- 
ing Army widows in need. 

Although the Foundation has obtained 
an FHA loan to cover the cost of con- 
struction, additional funds are required 
to finance equipment and furniture for 
the public rooms, dining rooms, kitchen, 
infirmary, etc. Fund raising continues 
for the Foundation among industrial 
corporations and civilian foundations in- 
terested in aiding projects for the elder- 
ly. Small businesses and individuals in 
many states are solicited for contribu- 
tions through state committees,

The Air Force has approved three 
major subcontractors to build the tail 
assembly and landing gears for the first 
five of giant C-141 turbofan jet cargo 
transport being developed by the Lock- 
heed-Georgia Company at Marietta, Ga. 

The Convair Division of General 
Dynamics Corporation at San Diego, 
will build the tail assembly. The con- 
tract for this California firm wil be 
worth several million dollars. The award 
was for only the first five aircraft. 

Bendix Products Division at South 
Bend, Ind., will build the main landing 
gear. This job will be worth hundreds 
of thousands of dollars 

Cleveland Pneumatic Industries of 
Cleveland, Ohio, will build the nose 
landing gear. This contract will total 
hundreds of thousands of dollars. 

Rohr Aircraft of Chula Vista, Calif. 
recently received the subcontract to 
produce the nacelles, pylonts, and thrust 
reversers. 

The Lockheed-Georgia Company, a Di- 
vision of Lockheed Aircraft Corporation, 
is subletting 60% of the C-141 pro- 
gram. A total of 21 major subcontracts 
will be let. 

The C-141—capable of spanning any 
ocean non-stop—is part of the Air Force 
program to mobilize its airlift. This 
plane will enable MATS to move large 
numbers of troops and heavy supplies 
and equipment to any part of the world 
at 500-to-550 miles per hour speeds. 

The new transport will be powered by 
four turbofan engines pod-mounted on 
25-degree swept wing. Engines will! be 
TF 33-P-7, manufactured by Pratt and 
Whitney. They have 21,000-pound thrust

ble of transporting 82,000 pounds ol 
cargo from New York nonstop to Paris, 
or 36,280 pounds across the Pacific for 
a distance of 6,500 statute miles at 
speeds greater than 500 miles an hour. 
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Versatile Firebee Jet Targets Are Slated 
For Heavy Use In Supersonic William Tell 


Ryan Q-2C Firebee jet targets will 
simulate fast enemy jet bombers for the 
third year at the ADC Interceptor World- 
Wide Weapons Meet, “William Tell 
1961," 23 October to 3 November. 

A Total of 110 free-flying Firebees, 
have been selected to draw the fire of 
the best teams of Air Force interceptor 
aircraft from world-wide bases. Firebees 
will be ground and air-launched, by the 
4756th Drone Squadron at Tyndall AFB, 
Fla. They will fly a race-course pattern 
over the firing range of the Gulf of Mex- 
ico, while Century-Series fighters will be 
scrambled against them under simulated 
combat conditions. 

Firebees will fly above 500 knots and 
above 50,000 feet and below 15,000 feet 
altitudes on both day and night missions. 
They will be equipped with special Ryan 
electronics systems which give them the 
augmented image of a large bomber-type 
aircraft on radar screens. Other systems 
automatically transmit scoring results, of 
missile “hits” and “misses,” to ground 
stations, to register the effectiveness of 
the pilots in killing the target. 

Pyrotechnic flares are fitted to Firebee 
wing-tips, to lure heat-seeking, homing 
missiles away from hot Firebee tailpipes 


and prevent target destruction. For 
night missions, high intensity flashing 


lights are used to provide visual augmen- 
tation. After each mission, Firebees will 
be parachuted to land or sea, picked up 
by Air Force H-37 helicopters and re- 
turned for repair and re-use 


“William Tell 961” will be the first

“Blind” F-105 Kills — 
A Pilotless Plane 


A “blind-flying” Republic F-105 
equipped with a target seeker computer 
has successfully intercepted and de- 
stroyed a pilotless target plane high 
over the Eglin AFB, Fla. Gulf Test 
Range. 

The mission, completed 12% minutes 
after initial aircraft scramble, saw a 
Thunderchief of TAC’s 335th TFS at 
the Air Proving Ground Command re- 
main under radar control during the 
entire flight. The F-105 pilot was never 
in visual contact with the QF-80 drone 
target. 

The QF-80 launched from APGC Aux- 
iliary Field 3 was destroyed by a Philco

functions of systems development. DCS/- 
Material has become the DCS/Systems 
and Logistics with emphasis on the com- 
piete range of systems acquisition func- 
tions. Also, because we now have two 
major procuring commands in the field, 
we have added strength to the Director 
of Procurement Management. 

Let’s look at S&L in detail. 

The DCS/S&L, General Bradley, has 
two primary Assistant Deputy Chiefs of 
Staff, one for Systems Acquisition and 
one for Logistics; Assistants for Mutual 
Security, Materiel Programming and Log- 
istics Planning; 6 Directorates; Mainte- 
nance Engineering, Transportation, Sup- 
ply and Services; Procurement Manage- 
ment, Systems Acquisition and Systems 
Services; three other Special Assistants 
on small business, security, special ma- 
teriel problems and a scientific advisor. 
The System Staff Offices listed represent 
a major emphasis on the acquisition of 
specifically designated high priority sys- 
tems. There are at present 11 of these 
Designated Systems: Atlas, Titan, Minute- 
man, B-70, SACCS, GAM-87, Dyna Soar, 
Midas, Saint, Discoverer, Boosters. Other 
SYSTO’s exist under the Director of Sys- 
tems Acquisition to handle non-desig- 
nated systems. 

Each SYSTO is headed by a key Air 
Force officer who is responsible for moni- 
toring the acquisition of a specific sys- 
tem. The number of these SYSTO's will 
vary in time with the number of systems 
in the acquisition phase. 


Materiel Management 

Now we are talking directly about sys- 
tems management, so a few extra words 
in this area may amplify the term in its 
relation to materiel management. 

The major elements of systems man- 
agement are summarized as follows: 

1. The Air Force will retain functional 
organization. 


2. System managers will not usurp 
functioned authorities. They will have 
delegated authority to integrate func- 


tional activity. 

3. System management will be charac- 
terized by precise points of contact and 
clarity of authority and responsibility. 

4. The system programs will be planned, 
programmed, and implemented as com- 
plete packages. The roles of participating 
functional agencies will be clearly defined 
and precise focal points for each phase 
of the system life cycle will be estab- 
lished. For example, the System Staff 


' 


gram at the Air Staff level, while the 
System Program Director in the field wil] 
be the manager of the program through- 
out the acquisition phase. 

5. Air Staff management will be in con- 
sonance with present Air Force boards, 
panels, and working groups. 

Incidentally, we are revising our sys- 
tems management regulations in an ef- 
fort to describe the subject more clearly 
for people who have not been directly 
associated with their evolution. 


Speed Key Decision 

We have many more systems than those 
we call “designated” but let’s examine 
how we handle the specialized, high pri- 


ority, designated systems I have men- 
tioned such as Titan, Midas, etc. The 


concept is intended to facilitate expedi- 
tious key decisions required in the ac- 
quisition process. The System Program 
Director in AFSC, or the Secretary, may 
decide that a matter warrants an imme- 
diate decision. In such cases, the “red 
line” process requires that the Director 
take the matter to the Air Staff and the 
Secretary for resolution, and in certain 
cases to the Office of the Secretary of 
Defense. 

The problems receive corporate atten- 
tion in the Systems Review Board, and 
then in the Designated Systems Manage- 
ment Group, chaired by the Secretary, 
who makes the final decision. That deci- 
sion is rapidly disseminated by the Sec- 
retariat which serves both the Systems 
Review Board and the Designated Sys- 
tems Management Group. As you can 
see, the “red line” procedures are de- 
signed for fast action on designated pro- 
grams, by providing a direct line to the 
DSMG,. General Schriever, Commander, 


AFSC, is a member of the DSMG and 
his representative sits on the SRB when 
designated systems are reviewed. This 


insures AFSC input. The appropriate Sys- 
tem Staff Officer also attends DSMG 
meetings. The procedures for non-desig- 
nated systems are similar and both fit 
the overall systems management pattern, 
except that more detailed reviews are 
made at each echelon for non-designated 
systems. 


The Designated Systems Management 
Group is in effect a top management 
board to advise the Secretary on Re- 


search, Development and Production Pro- 
grams of highest national and/or Air 
Force priority. The membership com- 
prises the Secretary as Chairman; Chief

Focal Point 

Looking again at all systems, the Sys- 
tem Staff Officer in the Air Staff is the 
focal point for Air Staff actions affect- 
ing the System Program. He is not a 
systems manager but is expected to be 
the fountainhead of knowledge in the 
Air Staff regarding his specific system. 
He chairs the Air Staff Working Group 
and he must insure that timely Air Staff 
actions are taken. He keeps close liaison 
with the field System Program Director 
who is the manager of the systems acqui- 
sition efforts in the field. 

The System Program Director is the 
Chief of the System Program Office and 
is normally located at the appropriate 
AFSC Division having responsibility for 
the system. The Director must organize, 
plan, direct and coordinate the activities 
of this joint office comprised of repre- 
sentatives from AFSC, AFLC, ATC, the 
using or operating command, and others 
when warranted. He is the man charged 
with effective program execution. He is 
also the focal point for Air Force deal- 
ings with the scientific and industrial 
community for his specific program.

the Army provides point defense weap- 
ons, the Navy augments aerospace sur- 
veillance and warning and also furnish- 
es one fighter-interceptor squadron on 
the West Coast. The whole function of 
ADC is to provide and maintain all ele- 
ments of area defense in depth, This 
applies, in the case of ADC, to space 
defense as well as to air-breathing de- 
fenses. With our much longer range 
weapons we seek an enemy kill as far 
from our shores as possible, and as 
close to the launch area of both his 
manned and unmanned weapons as we 
can get. This is because we are seeking 
to kill the weapon and not merely the 
carrier. With such things as “dead-man 
fusing” it is no longer enough to de- 
stroy the carrier close to his target. 
This fact explains not only the type of 
weapons we have, but also the even 
faster, longer range types we are try- 
ing to obtain. 

How good is this ADC team in guard- 
ing the approaches to North America? 
Some years ago there was a widespread 
belief that any air defense could not at- 
tain much better than a 30% kill against 
an attacking bomber fleet. Today, this 
statement is simply not true, neither for 
ADC nor for the other Service com- 
ponents of NORAD. Our consistent ADC 
experience in frequent exercises is that 
we regularly knock down a considerably 
higher percentage of the invaders, even 
before they come within range of our 
point defenses, Consequently, anyone 
who today takes a pessimistic view of 
our air defense capability is plainly not 
up to date on the facts of the case. 

In space defense, our position is not 
as good, Of the four basic functions of 
aerospace defense—detection, identifica- 
tion, interception and destruction—we 
are today able to perform in space the 
first two, through the ballistic missile 
and space surveillance system mentioned 
above. We have not yet attained an 
intercept and destruct capability for 
space. This is first and foremost among 
the objectives of my Command. What 
we seek is a true area defense against 
missiles and ultimately against satellites 
We want to achieve missile kill in the 
boost phase, or, failing that, in the mid- 
course phase, before the missile is in 
its terminal dive.

Our other prime objective is to im- 
prove our manned interceptor capability. 
While the kind of performance demon- 
strated in William Tell is excellent 
against today’s threat, I cannot believe 
that either we or the enemy will stop 
here. Interceptors of the Mach 3 to

This thumb-nail sketch of the Air De- 
fense Command would not be complete 
without a brief look at where ADC fits 
into the larger picture of our national 
military capability. As simply as I can 
put it, both deterrence of war and na- 
tional survival in the event of war are 
to a considerable extent dependent on 
our aerospace defense capability. 
Deterrence, in simple form, is the re- 
sult of weighing gain against loss. As 
long as a rational possible adversary 
is convinced that his probable losses 
would be higher than his expected gain 
from an attack on this country, he is 
deterred, His loss factor today is largely 
the sum of the ability of our strategic 
striking forces to attack hostile targets 
at their source plus that portion of his 
attacking force destroyed by our de- 
fensive forces. That this factor is higher 
than any gain he might real- 
ize is evidenced by 15 years of success- 
ful deterrence. But note that credible 
deterrence arises from the combined 
capability of our offensive and defensive 
destroy the attacking forces.

Critical Difference 

If deterrence fails for any irrational 
reason, then much of our chance to 
survive and recover is squarely in the 
hands of our defensive forces, There is 
no doubt we will be hurt. But there is 
a critical difference between being hurt 
and being killed, 

Looking back the last decade, it 
is obvious that we have come a long 
way in aerospace defense. Looking 
ahead, it is equally obvious that we still

SKY SHIELD 

Sky Shield Il, the air defense 
exercise which grounded all U. S. 
domestic civilian for flights for 12 
hours on 14 October, was described 
in military reports sent to Presi- 
dent Kennedy as “the best exer- 
cise” ever held in U. S. air defense. 

At NORAD headquarters, Ent 
AFB, Colo., where General Lau- 
rence S, Kuter directed the gigan- 
tic exercise, it was said that it will 
take some months to evaluate the 
vast amount of information gath- 
ered by observers, on film and 
tape and in computers. 

Only major mishap was the loss 
of a B-52G bomber over the At- 
lantic. The bomber, commanded by 
Capt. Roland C, Starke, jr., was at- 
tached to the 4241ist Strategic 
Wing, Seymour-Johnson AFB, N. C. 
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
